The Humble Remonſirance and Petition of Lionel Gatford, D. D. and 
Chaplin to His Sacred Majeſty , in the behalf of their and his Fellow- 
Sufferers, that are ready to ſtarve and periſh for want of preſent ſubſi- 
ſtance, 


Hough I am my ſelf reduced to a very low ſtate and condition, 

and arrived at an age, almoſt uncapable of repair and recovery, 

as to temporals; yet I have, for the honour of others, as well as 
for the further magnifying of Gods graces in poore contented ſuffe- 
rers, hitherto forborn, either to complain of mine own continued affli- 
Qions,or to murmur at the proſperity of others. But now the fad com- 
plaints of multitudes of my fellow-ſufferers,that languiſh and confume 
away, under the cxtremity of wantand penury; and the dying groans 
of diverſe of them, that have ftarved and perifhed already, and are dai- 
ly and.hourely like co ſtarve and periſh, through hunger, cold and na- 
kedne(s, and by weakneſs and fickneſs, from thence contra&ed, have 
ſo peirced my bowels, pained my heart, and broken my (pirit ; that I 


can nolonger be ſilent, but mult cry , and cry aloud ; wiſhing with all 


my ſoul (as the Prophet Feremiah ſometimes did ) That mine head were 
waters, and mine eyes a fountain of tears , that I might weep out whar I :m 
not able to expreflſe,in the bemoaning their moſt deplorable condition, 
An to whom ſhall I cry ( next after my crying to Heaven, and tothe 
God of Heaven _ but to you, their moſt Reverend Fathers and mine, 
avd tothe reſt of my feilow Brethren, their Reverend Paſtors and Tea- 


' chers, that have been fellow ſufferers with them, in, and for the ſame 


righreous Cauſe 3 and know beſt how, and wherefore, to have compaſ- 
tion upon them; and are, lin many reſpeC&s, better able then others to 
ſuccour'them, both by your own bounty, and by recommending them 
to others Charity, For as for the King himſelk, though his bowels are 
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2s much moved for them,and enlarged towards them,as ever any Kings 
were towards his afflitea ſubje&s; yet either his own preſent and preſ- 
fing Domeſtick neceflities, and his great and deep engagements abroad 
for the Honour and ſafety of the Nation, tye up his hands from rehe- 
ving them; or ſome ſwift-winged,Eagle-clawed Harpies catch, what he 
hath at any time to ſpare, from him,and devoure it, before thoſe poor 
hunger-ftarved Loyaliſts can creep neer him. And for his great Coun- 
cil; though they are the moſt really devoted to, and the moſt cordial- 
ly afﬀfefted with , and the moſt ambitiouſly ſtuadious for , rhe ſupplying 
both his Majeſties urgent occafions, and their importable indigencie , 
chat amd Parliament was, or indeed can be ; yet the regular mo- 
tion of that great body isſo ſlow, and their legall wayes of raifing ſup- 
plyes of fo long accompliſhment ; that a multicude of their pined car- 
caſes will be ſunck into their graves, and their Father corruption have 
ſeized cn them ( though their Mother and Siſter worms will: be very 
much cheated by chem: ) long. before either food or rayment can be in 
that way provided for them. Whereas you may with very much facility 
and expedition, contribute ſo much to their relief, as may preſerve 
their lives, both for a ſeaſonable capacity of receiving what the King 
andhis Parliament ſhall chink fic further to beſtow on them,and for an 
happy oppertunity of adventuring them once and again in ſome more 
fortunate, though nor more honourable (for that's impoſſible) ſervice. 
And theſe ſcatterings of what ye have late reapt with full hands, will 
increaſe ( as ye better know) your honour here , and glory hereafcer, 
more then all that plentifull harveſt, that your Coffess or your Grane- 
ries have been inriched with, except what hath, or ſhall be expended 
in the ſame, or the like eminent works of Charity, Piety, and Mercy. 
And this ſeaſonable bounty of yours will bealſo{as you cannot bur ac- 
knowled e? a provoking example of others to imitate you,and a moſt 
acceptable ſervice to his Majeſty, and to his great Council, as well as a 
moſt pleaſng ſacrifice to God himſelf. 

Iknow many of you have both ſeen diverſe of their gaftly Ghoſts, 
that Jam now interceding for, walking up and down the ſtreets, and 
heard their moans, and refrethed ſome of their fainting ſpirits. But my 
greater acquaintance with very many of them formerly, when we acted 
and ſuffered rogether in that royal! and highly to be honoured,but un- 
fortunate , and therefore fooliſhly deſpiſed,cauſe, as alſo my ſtill un- 
diſtanced and more familiar converſe with chem, hath given me more 
opportunities of knowing them, and their inexpreſſible miſeries, then 
others of fon have had, And perhaps they have been the more willing 
ro impart themſelves and their condition tome, becauſe they (ee thac 
Iam hitherto as much paſſed by,. and as little regarded as themſelves ; 
though God is pleaſed to bear up my head fomewhat- above thoſe wa- 
ters, wherewith ſome of them(poore wretches) have been quite over 
whelmed ; and others of them have with much difficulty as yec ſtrug- 
led 
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led againſt, till cheir hearts are EP] tobreak. For to whom will men 
in miſery ſo ſoon complain, and fo freely and full y diſcover themſelves, 
as to thoſe, whom they believe to have the moſt ſenſe and compaſſion 
of their miſeries, though they be otherwiſe the leaſt able to help them ? 


 4cbeing ſome eaſe to themto have ſuch, into whoſe boſomes they may 


pouee out their complaints,and receive ſome pitty and commiſeration 
rom them, though they receive litcleor nothing elſe; they knowing 
that they have nothing elſe,wherewith to relieve them. And what are 
their complaints? Why, the very ſame ſome of them,that the Prophets 
moſt Lamented in their bewayling of the peoples miſeries, unto whom 
God ſent them: and ſome of them are ſuch,as none of thoſe great Seers 
did _ know or foreſee ( lo far as we read )) to be the lot of any 
people. 

That Zions adverſaries were become the cheif, and herenemies did 
proſper, and magnified themſelves, and ſpread out their hands upon alt 
her pleaſant things, andentered into her San&uary ; whilelt her own 
people did figh, ſeek bread, and give their pleaſant things for meat to 
relieve their ſoul ; and that their comforters, that ſhould relieve their 
ſoule,were far from them; and when they called for their lovers, they 
deceived them. That their children andſucklings ſwooned in the ſtreets 
of the City,and (aid unto their Mothers,where is corn and wine, and (o 

oured cut their ſouls into their Mothers boſomes. That they that did 

eed delicately were deſolate in the ſtreets, and they,that were brought 
up in ſcarlet, embraced Dung - hills. That they that paſſed by did 
clap their hands at themy,hifle & wag their heads at them,& open their 
mouths againſt them, and gnaſh their teeth at them, as if that were the 
day they looked for, &c. were ſome of Feremiahs lamentations for the 
inhabitants of Feruſalem, And all theſe, and many more of his lamen- 
tations for that people, may be as truly taken up for the diſtreſſed Loy- 
aliſts in England; as many alſo,! very many other ſad complaints and la- 
mentations made by other Prophets in the bewailing the miſeries of 
thoſe unto whom they propheſyed; though not without this difference 
obſerved. Thoſe miſeries,which thoſe Prophets bewailed, were brought 
upon thoſe people, by them that were ſtrangers of other Nations, and 
inthe times offopen hoſtility and invation : But the miſeries of theſe 
Engliſh Loyaliſts, were brought upon them ar the firſt by the (edirtious 
and rebellious of their own Nation, in times of inteſtine commctions 
and warres , and are ſtill continued on them by the {leighting and du- 


regarding of others,that profeſſe themſelves to be as Loyal and faithfull 


ſubje&s as themſelves, and that too now in theſe times, when the 
peace and ſettlement of this Nation, is (praiſed be the Lord) fairly re- 
ftored and1n ſome good meaſure re eſtabliſhed amongit us. 

Bur then there are ſome agravations of theſe poor diſtrefſed Loy- 
aliſts miſeries, that are not to be found in any of the Prophets; no nor . 
in any of the Eyangeliſts or __— : Nor can indeed ſcarce be mw 
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| feld by any other peoples ſufferings d che world. As namely,that they 


fhould ſpend their Eſtates,looſe their Bloods,and hazard theirlives for | 


their King, Religion and Laws;and now when the firſt King, that they 
fought for, was barbarouſly Murthered, and the true Heirof his Crown 
and vertues is miraculouſly reſtored, the ſame pure Orthodox Religion 
is happily re-eſtabliſhed, and the ſame righteousLaws are effcQually re- 
inforced; they,tht did ſo vigoroufly and valiantly contend for them 
all, ſhould after all this, be negle&ed,paſſed by,and deſpiſed; and they 
that fought againft, and helpt co Murther the Royal Father, andpro- 

ceeded as farr as they were able, in doing thelike to his dear Son, their 
then undoubted Soveraigne, ſhould be preferred, advanced, and ho- 
noured ;: and they that cryed down, pulled Gown, and trampled on 

Biſhops, Deans and Chapters, and then facrilegioufly invaded their 
rights and revenues, ſhou[d divers of them be now dignified with ſome 
of thoſe dignities, and others of them be admitted Tenants to. thoſe 
Revenues; and they that made all the righteous Laws of the Nationto 
cruckle to their unrighteous and arbitrary praiſe, ſhould now be per- 
mitted to enjoy ſome of the moſt profitable + 0 mg in the Law. 
That they, who perſevered in their duties of Allegiance and Fidelity, 
and upon all occaftons Aﬀed as highly and courageouſly,. and ſuffered 
as deeply and contented]y for eighteen years together in- the defence 
thereof as mortalls well could, ſhould now,when they might m equity 
expetſome recompence and reward for their ſo doing and ſuffering; 
eſpecially theſe two laſt years, when Loyalty and Allegiance is ſo much 
pretendedto, be in a worſe condition,in reſpe& of indigence and penu= 
rie, then when the greateſt enemies to both, that ever the earth groa- 
ned under, were in their higheſt power and prevalency, Thar: they 
who, when ſome of their neighbours, and other Caterpillers of chis 
Land, had devoured all that they had, ſought their bread out of deſo- 
late places amongſt ſtrangers and foreigners for ſundry years, and there 
found it, ſhould now, when they are returned- home to their native 
country, and ſeen ſo great and miraculous mercies returned to it with 
the return of their long exiled Soveraigne,faint,ſwoonand dy away for 
want of bread in the ſtreers and skirtsof the great Metropolis of this 
Nation, wherein fullneſs of bread hath moſt: ſuperabounded,thongh at 
thispreſent a ſcarcity and famine of bread is mich to be feared, and the 
more for their not ſupplying their want. Laſtly (which renders all their 
miſeries the more inſufferable and importable) that they, who for ma- 

ny years-were the Kings and their profeſſed enemies, but do now pre- 
tend to be his friends and erueſubje&s, ſnould fill reproach and up- 
braid theſe poor periſhing Loyallifts, and fcoff and mock at them for 

their Loyalty ana their being ſoill requited forit: Telling them that 

they may how ſeewhat their caufe was, and what fools they were to 

adhear ſo faſt and firm to it, even to the loſle of all that they had and 

themſelves with it :. whereas, if they had been on the other fide, they 

| might 
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might have kept their owneſtates, and gotten not a little out of the e- 
ſtates of others, enough to beſure, to have fixed chem co thoſe places 
and offices which they could have pleaded any intereſt in,or at leaft, to 
have purchaſed ſome other, that they had a defire ro, Al! filly wree- 
ches (cry thoſe ſcoffers) ro leave your wive:, children and eſtates to 
the mercy of your enemies, and to- expoſe your lives toſo many haz 
zards, and perills forthe King and his Cauſe, and tocleave fo inſepa- 
rably to His Son after him, till God brought him back to His Fathers 
Throne andInheritance;And now to hear thoſe wives and children cry 
to you for food and rayment,when ye your ſelves have nota morſel to 
pur into your own mouths, nor ſcarce a rag to hang upon your backs; 
and to ſee others poſſ;ſling your Lands and Goods, when ye have not a- 
ny Cottageto hide your heads-in, nor the aſſurance of ſo mach Land 
as a Cave or Graveto be buryed in, nonor a winding ſheet to wrap you 
in, And whenall this miſery is befallen you; to h+ye'your old friends 
and fellow ſufferers, that have taſted of the ſame Gall and Wormwood 
wherewith ye havebeen filled, (and ſo ſhould know the better how: to 
commiſerate you )to paſſe by you ata diſtance (like that unkind and in- 
deed unnatural Prieſtand Levitein the Goſpel ). and ſeeing you ftript 
and wounded and halfdead, not to pitty you, orihew any compaſſion 
to you; much lefſe ro perform the leaſt good office of the good Samari- 
tax to you. We hope you are now ſenlible of you miſtake in taking pare 
with thoſe,thar fo liccle regarded or commiſerateyou;at leaſt, we doubt 3 
not but others will hereaftex, if there bethe like occafion, beware by ; 
our example. Away, away, ye ſeditious and (educing ſpirits, ſpirits 
indeed of the infernal nt Ye make falſ(:, rebellious and diabolicaltin- 
ferences (as itis uſuall with you) from premiſes thatare too true, 
For what-:though this be the lor of too many true heartedLoyaliſts?er 
(praiſed be God for his mercy, and for ever magnified be the King for 
his goodnefle and love to ſuch ) many, yea very many of them, are al- 
ready amply and ſuperabundantly recompenced for all that they have 
doneand ſuffered in and for that righteous cauſe, And that there are 
no more as yet rewarded,.1s principally to be aſcribed and attributed 
(next after Gods all-wiſe and unſearchable- providence in exerciſing 
ſome by ſufferings unto death, and reſerving their reward and Crown 
for them in eternal life and glory ) itis (I ſay). to be afcribed and at- 
tributed unto you, the Luczferian ſpirits, and to your worſe then Ziba 
like latteries, infinuations, and ſupplantarions, backt perhaps with the 
rotten counſells and corrupt praftiſes of ſome of their own covetons, + 
ambitious, ungratefull and perfideous fellow-ſufferers, and (which 
muſt not be forgotten) torhe: preſent urgent necefhty (as was before 
hinted) of imploying what can be fairly raifed,for the publick ſervice, 
ſecurity, and honour of this Nation, which yeſo many years, pillaged 
and harraſed, waſted and almoſt ruined, and fo rendered contempti- 
ble. and deſpicable to our ap Y well as enemies. And yet it all

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.true hearted Loyalifts had been as ill rewarded, as ſome have been; had - 
God inabled them to have borne ir with as much equanimity,patience, 


contentedneſle, and cheerfull,perſeverance, as he hath inabled ſome 
of them even untoPeriſhing. Surely their ſufferingsin and for that righ= 


teous cauſe and ſealing it with rheic bloods,/ and Gods witnefling wirh 


them by his gracious inabling them ſo to ſuffer forit, had ſuftciencly 
juſtified the integrity of thole Loyal ſufferers conſciences, that ſo pro- 


.pugned it unto death; and vindicated the righteouſneſſe of that cauſe 


it (elf, whereunto God inabled fo many to give fo great and unfeigned 


teſtimonie. 


And whereas it is obje&ed by others, that the late Kings Army did 
him more differvice by their fins and iniquities, then ſervice by their 
perſons; and to countenance that their calumny, and 'makea blinde 
for their defigne thereby, have perverted a lareſaying ofa Reverend 
Dean in his Sermon before the Honorable Houſe of Commons, namely, 
That the fins of the Royal ArmyC(as they falſly relate his words) cur 


off the Kings head. Imuſt firſt aſſure chem, that (if mine own ears did 


not deceive me} they have dealt with that excellent Preachers ſaying, 
as their old facher did with ſomeſayings ofGodhimſe!f,when he temp- 
red our Lord and Saviour. They have left out a part thereof, and wre- 


-Kedche other part to ſerve their own turns. For his words were theſe 


or tothiseffet. { The Rebell Army cut off the Kings head, andthe 
fins of the Royal Army helpt to bring him to the Block. And ſo the 
ſaying was moſt true and very feaſonable for that day, wherein we 
wereall invited to humble our ſouls for our fins, and particularly for 
thoſe fiuns of this whole Naticn, by which we all contributed ſo nuch 
to the ſadnefle of that day and the black diſmall occafion of it. 

In the next place, | cannot forebear the minding of all ſuch as caſt 
this obje&ion in the poore loyall Sufferers way, That, if che fins of the 
Royall Army did his Majefties renowned Father more diſſervice than 
cheir Perſons did him ſervice ; and that be a reafon of any validity , 
why theſe poore ſtarving remains thereof ſhould be now laid aſide, caſt 
off and patſed by of his Majeſty , andchoſe that love and honour him, 
(for that 1 conceive co'be a great partof their contrivement)) then by 
che ſame reaſon his Majeſty ought much more to abhor,deteſt,and abo- 
minate all choſe chat had any hand in raiſing, continuing, and main- 


taining the Rebels army againſt his renowned Father; who were not 


onely guilty of far greater iniquities then they of the Royal Army were, 
ſuch as Rebellion, Treaſon, Perjury, unparralePd Hypocrifie,Sacriledge 
profefled Blaſphemy,againſt God and the King, &c. but their very be- 
ing ſuch an Army,and che hell-bred deſigne thereof, were ſuch match- - 
lefſe crimes, as tranſcended all the fouleſt crimes of the Royal Army by 
almoſt infinite degrees : though God was pleaſed, forſome reaſons beſt 
known to him ſelf, and moſt ſuteable to his wiſdome and juſtice, to pu- 
niſh theRoyal Armiescrimes with a ſeyerer ſtroake,8& a ſharper ſcourge 
as

as to temporal puniſhment ; and to reſerve the crimes of the Rebel Ar- 
( unlefle it be prevented by a timely repentance , of which they have 
not as yet , except ſome very few of them, ſhown the leaſt ſign or fimp- 
ton) for eternal torments. And yet if that Rebell Army and cheir 
friends, and favourites would but ſerioufly conſider, how God hath 
dealt with them, fince the time of his making uſe of them, as his rod 
to ſcourge others; they would be conſtrained to acknowledge, that 
Gods wrath and indignation hath been already more viſibly, and 
more emminently and remarkably manifeſted by his own immediate 
confounding them,then ever it was by his overthrowing-the Royal Ar- 
my by them, Beſides ſuppoſerhat the fins and iniquities of the Royal 
Army did the King more miſchief,then their Fidelity and Loyalty,their 
Fortitude and Valour,. did him good - Yet that is no juſt and reaſon- 
able allegation,either for not reſpe&ing their Perſons,which were cheer- 
fully and readily expoſed to all hazzards and dangers for the defence” 
of his then ſacred Majeſty ; or for the not rewarding thoſe Graces of 
Fidelity, Loyalty,&c.. which God inabled them to exercife in that de- 
fence.For if it were, why have ſome of the ſame RoyalArmy,which were * 
as much guilty of the ſame, or as bad miſcarriages and miſdemeanours, 
been already graciouſly looke upon, preferred,and honoured ?(Praifed 
be the Lord for that mercy, and for ever magnified be the King for thar 
graciouſneſle ) But it is evident that his Majeſty knows how to diftin- 
guiſh betwixt his Loyal ſubje&s perſons and their fins , betwixe their 
Graces and their Vices. And ſo, though he have too much reaſon to' 
hate and deteſt their iniquities, yet with all, he hath ſo much Religion 
as tolove and honour their perſons and Gods Graces jn them,viz.thoſe 
before named,their Loyalty, Fidelity, Valour, &c. 

And certainly (moſt Reverend and Learned Fathers and Brethren) 
ye cannot bur ſubſcribe to that diſtinftion and Praftiſe,as moſt warran- 
table and juſtifyable, And therefore ſuppoſe, that theſe poor Loyal 
ſufferers were greater ſinners then others, which ye know, both by the 
example of Fob and other juſt and upright men in the old Teſtament, 
and by our Saviour Chrifſts dofrine, and a multitude of examples in 
the new, ye ought not to ſuppoſe; at leaſt, not from the greatnefle of 
their ſufferings; Yet I am ſure, ye are not tolearn how to relievetheir 
perſons, and tojncourage thoſe graces, that have manifeſted them- 
ſelves in them; and to paſſe by their fins and infirmities,as you ſee God 
himſelfand his vicegerent have done yours, and many others, that are ' 
of the fame Loyal Principles,without being extream or ſevere to marke 
what hath been done amufſe, It is excellent Coun(ell, that St. Auguſtine 
oives in this caſe, ſaying If a wicked man do at any tire meet thee,*c. 
and deſire an Almes of thee, ze pigreſcant in boc viſcera miſericordia,let not 
thy bowels of mercy be ſtraightened cowards ſuch a one, becaulc he is * 
a wicked man;homo enim peccator occurrit tibi, &c. fora wicked man meets - 
thee, &c, Now when Iname a wicked man, I name two things, cne 

thing” 


zhing that is wicked, and chat is the work of man, anorher thing'that is 
man, and that is the work of God, Dato igitur operi Det, &c. Give" to 
that which is the work of God ; but do' nor give to that which is the 
work of mat, Give tothe man to maintain him in his life, bur give 
notto his wickedneſs to maintain him in his fin. And this is all that 
is now Petitioned and begged at your hands. That yqu would be plea- 
ſed to give ſo much only to poor Rarving Loyaliſts, as may helpto pre- 
ſerve them in their lives; that they may live to repent of their fins, and 
rtoſpend the ſhort remainder of thoſe lives better, in God and his Mas 
zeſties ſervice, andin praying to and prailing of God, both for his 
-*Majeſty and you, their principal preſervers under God. t 
* And therefore ſceing your lots arefallen in taireplaces,and Sod and 
his Majeſty hath honoured you with eminent digmities and comforta- 
ble preferments; for Chrifts ſake , for your Religion fake, . for your 
King and Countrys ſake, for that: righteous. Cauſe fake, whereof ye 
have ſhewn your {elves moſt couragiousand conſtant propungners,and 
for your own honourſake, and what elfe 1s moſt precious toyon, re- 
member (as the Prophet Feremiab in his Lamentations brings in Zi 
crying to God by prayer ) remember, what is come upon ſome of your 
Poor afflicted fe]low-ſufferers 3 confider their miſeries, and behold their 
reproach. Spare them but ſo much out of your abundance to ſupply 
their wants, as to help to keep them alive, till his Majeſty and his moſt 
Loyally devoted Parliament, encouraged by your pious example, and 
quickened by your recommending them to their charity; can better 
provide for them, and diſpoſed of them. And to that end, be pleaſed 
co chooſe and appoint two (or more if you think he) that are appro- 
vedly honeſt, conſciencions, difcreer, compaſſionate men, that may 
have free acceſſe to you; and to whom thoſe poor, modeſt, miſerable 
wretches may have the like acceſle, to collc& ſpeedily your Almes and 
charitable benevolence; and to'diſpenſe them prudently upon good 
and ſufficient teſtimony and aſſurance of their ſeverall neceflicies r 
ſhall receive them ; giving you a juſt and exa& account thereof ts a 
farthing, underthe hands both of thegivers and receivers in a book 
to that purpoſe. - And without all peradventure ye cannot do any 
one Act, that will cauſe more thankſgiving to God on your behalf, thec 
will bring more honor and eſteem to your honorable Profeſſion,ſtop the 
mouches of Four enemies, cheerthe ſpirits of your friends, indearthe 
King and his Parliament, recover the loſt reputation of the Nation,re- 
fieſh the hearcs of che fainting Loyalifts and all tbeir well-wiſhers , aztd 
fill your own hearts with more jcy and: comfort, then this ſeaſonabte - 
and moſt Chriſtian A& of mercy and commiſerati- nz unto which you 
are chus earneſtly and hambly (upplicated by one, that defires tg live 
no longer, thea whilſt he does molt ſtudiouſly and mduſtriouſly ihdea- 
vour, upon all (e;ſonable opportunities, (whereof he hopes*this will 
be reputed one)wo approve himielf, Torr, moft, Ooſernant Sen and faithful
